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SEEK VIEWS OF LEGISLATORS, CITIZENS 


Public Hearing Friday on Pay for New Supervisors 


A public hearing on the 
question of compensation for 
the new. directly-elected 
Wayne County Board of 
Supervisors will be held at 10 
a.m. Friday. Jan. 17, in the 
City-County Building 
Auditorium. 

“The State Legislature gave 
boards of supervisors in 
Michigan the responsibility of 


deciding by Feb. 15 what 
their method and level of 
compensation will be for their 
entire terms,” said Albert J. 
Zak, chairman of the board. 
He added: 

“In view of that deadline, 
we must move with dispatch. 
However, we do not intend to 
act until the matter has been 
given most careful 


consideration. We invite any 
citizen who wishes to do so, 
to give us the beneift of his 
thinking. He may do so either 
in person at the hearing or in 
writing.” 

• • • 

THE HEARING will be 
conducted by the five-member 
Compensation Committee 
which was established by Zak 


to study the matter and then 
make a recommendation to 
the full Board. 

Chairman of the committee 
is Frederick Yates, Detroit, 
9th District supervisor. Its 
other members are Joseph 
Cardinal, Dearborn, 21st 
District; Joseph F. Young, 
Detroit, 4th District; Ralph 
Patrick Turco, Westland, 25th 


District; and Rudy Hickey, 
Ecorse, 18th District. 

The committee invited all 
members of the State 
Legislature from Wayne 
County to present their ideas 
at the public hearing. 
Legislators who sponsored the 
act which made county boards 
responsible for setting their 
own compensation and 


sponsors of the act which 
established directly-elected 
county boards were also 
invited. 

“The experience of other 
elected officials in meeting 
their responsibilities and 
responding to the needs of 
their constituents should help 
us in arriving at a 
recommendation,” Yates said. 


The committee also 
requested the County Civil 
Service Commission to 
conduct a study of the 
matter, including a survey of 
other large counties 
nationally, and prepare a 
report for the committee. 

“In order to give everyone 
the opportunity to present his 
views, we ask that speakers 


limit their verbal remarks to 
no more tban five minutes,” 
Yates said. “Those who feel 
they need more time to 
present fully their views are 
asked to do so in writing.” 

Yates said anyone who is 
unable to attend the public 
hearing may send written 
comments to the

ROMULUS - A request to 
increase building permits fees 
made by Romulus Building 
Department has been approved 
by the Romulus Township 
Board. 

Joseph B. Gallagher, manager 
of Romulus Building 
Department asked for the 
increase to be more in line with 
adjacent communities. 

The increase approved by the 
Township Board ranged from 
five to seven and one half per 
cent over the current rate of 
fees. 

Fees for building permits 
prior to the increase were $7 
for the first $1,000 of 
estimated construction cost 


and $2.50 for each additional 
$ 1 ,000 portion thereof. 

• • • 

THE BOOST will mean an 
increase to $9 for the first 
$1,000 of construction and $3 
for each additional $1,000 or 
fraction. 

The increase request 
followed disclosures that last 
year (1968) was a “booming 
year” in all areas of building in 
Romulus Township. 

The increase will become 
effective upon publication of 
rate schedules in the very near 
future. 

Electrical fees for industrial 
construction are slightly 
higher, Gallagher stated.

Robert J. Furlong Ending Long Career 


Robert J. Furlong, executive 
assistant and secretary to the 
Michigan Natural Resources 
Commission since 1963, has 
announced that he is retiring, 
effective Feb. 27. 

In leaving his post, he ends 
a career in conservation and 
tourist promotion which spans 
40 years and has made him a 
well-known figure throughout 
the state.

here is a truly great 
future in store for 
Michigan farmers - at 
least in the opinion of a 
majority of youthful farm 
couples attending a recent 
Young Farmer Conference on 
the campus of Michigan State 
University. 

Perhaps this opinion unduly 
reflects the refreshing 
optimism of youth, but those 
attending appeared to know 
exactly what it takes to 
operate a modern farm these 
days. 

They should, for represented 
among the 25 couples was a 
total of 10,000 acres of prime 
Michigan farmland. Largest 
acreage reported was a 
whopping 1 .400 and the 
smallest was an intensively 
cultivated commercial 
vegetable farm of only 66 
acres. 

The average couple operated 
450 acres and maintained a 
dairy herd Most admitted to 
“owning at” their operations - 
meaning that they were 
involved in some form of 
partnership either with their 
parents or with the local bank. 
» * • 

WHEN ASKED to list prime 
concerns by the Community 
Programs department of the 
Michigan Farm Bureau, 
organizers of the conference, 
the young farmers surprised 
many by placing equal 
emphasis on tangible and 
intagible services. 

For example, they were as 
concerned about the farmer’s 
public image as they were 
about a good supply of 
petroleum products, and 
placed about equal value on 
social concerns and “legislative 
help” as they did on a 
cooperative source of 
economic feed and fertilizer 
supplies.

Says Medic 

Smokers 
That Quit 
Increasing 

Whether to smoke or not is 
an individual decision every 
person must make at one time 
or another in their life, E. 
Osborne Coates, M.D., 
president of the Tuberculosis 
and Health Society, said this 
week. 

Dr. Coates said that 
approximately 4,500 persons, 
mostly young people, take up 
the smoking habit every day. 
Yet, he pointed out, there are 
over 19 million ex-smokers in 
the nation today and the 
number of persons becc^ning- 
disenchanted with smoking is 
growing daily. 

He cited a recent 
Agriculture Department report 
which said Americans smoked 
1.3 billion fewer cigarettes last 
year as an indication that 
recent price advances and the 
smoking-health publicity is 
influencing cigarette usage. 

• • • 

IN WAYNE COUNTY, 
Christmas Seal contributions 
are used extensively during the 
year not only to help combat 
smoking but to help those who 
are suffering from the effects 
of smoking. 

Materials for schools, adult 
smoking education via media 
outlets of the county, smoking 
withdrawal clinics and 
breathing-exercise classes for 
persons with emphysema, 
b r o n chitis and other 
respiratory ailments are part of 
the services provided by 
Christmas Seal funds. 

Dr. Coates said that through 
extensive on-going programs of 
this kind in the community - 
conducted over an extended 
period of time - both students 
and the general public will 
hopefully become aware of the 
harmful effects of cigarettes to 
their health. 

“There is no question about 
it,” Dr. Coates added, 
“smoking is dangerous and 
should be rejected. We regard it 
as a matter of life and breath.” 
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incredible goal the Hercules 
will reach early this year. 

Since the first Hercules took 
to the air, 1,042 of these prop- 
jet aircraft now range the skies 
over 17 countries throughout 
the world.

that once could be only trans- 
ported by ground transporta- 
tion can now go by air and can 
be delivered the next day, even 
coast to coast. 

As the name implies, the 
Hercules is big. Over 97 feet 
long and 38 feet high, it has the 
rugged do-it-all of the biggest 
trailer trucks or trains. With 
the rapid loading and off-load- 
ing methods, it can be fully 
loaded in less than 30 minutes.' 

Powered by four Allison 
turbo-prop engines the Her- 
cules takes off in short order 
and reaches cruising altitude 
in minimum time. It can carry 
a 45,000-pound load at speeds 
over 350 miles per hour to 
destinations of 2,000 miles. 


Typical everyday schedules 
from Metro are in the neigh- 
borhood of 40,000 pounds. . . 
about 20 tons. . .and is in 
Atlanta, Ga., a little over two 
hours after take off from Metro 
Airport. 

Despite its size, the Hercules 
can operate without any con- 
cern from most city airports. 
It can take off with ease from 
a 5,000-foot runway, giving the 
air cargo Industry the oppor- 
tunity to service new markets 
never before open to air ser- 
vice. 

With the oft-mentioned re- 
ference to trailer truck com- 
parison, the Lockheed Hercules 
does have a real ”ace up the 
sleeve”. Under its own power, 
it can even back up, right to 
the loading area for a quick 
transfer of freight.

Laidlaw, UF founder and a 
giant of the united fund 
movement until his retirement 
last year. 

Cousin expressed pleasure at 
having other birthday 
celebrants on hand. 

“That was a great day in this 
community,” he said. 

“But I doubt anyone fully 
appreciated the impact the new 
organization would have on 
this city or the rest of the 


country at that time,” he said. 

“Our United Foundation 
became the pattern adopted by 
more than 2,200 united funds 
throughout this country and 
Canada,” he continued, "and 
in two decades has raised 
nearly $390,000,000 for health 
and community services. 

"Today, it is better equipped 
than ever for coping with 
these problems and assuming 
broader responsibilities,”- he 
declared.

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Inquiries on MESC Benefits Answered 


By FRANK J. KELLEY, 

Michigan Attorney General 

It is apparent from the 
number of Inquiries received 
by my office that many 
unemployed individuals do 
not file claims for 
unemployment benefits if 
they are Indebted to the 
Michigan Employment 
Security Commission for 
benefits previously obtained 
to which they were not 
entitled for some reason. 

Prior to a change in the law 
which became effective Sept. 
5, 1965, claimants were 

disqualified for further 
benefits until any 
unemployment benefits 
received as the result of an 
intentional misrepresentation 
were repaid in cash. 

Any unemployment benefits 
obtained by a claimant to 
which he was not entitled for 
any reason, other than an 
intentional misrepresentation, 
could be repaid by offsetting 
benefit checks to which he 
was otherwise entitled as the 
result of a new period of 
unemployment. Thus, even 
under the old law, a claimant 
could file a claim and offset 
the benefit checks against the 


indebtedness after the portion 
of the indebtedness 
attributable to an Intentional 
misrepreientation had been 
repaid in cash. 

• e * 

UNDER THE new law, 
benefits obtained by a 
claimant to which he not 
entitled for any reason, 
including an intentional 
misrepresentation, may be 
repaid either by payment in 
cash or by offsetting benefit 
checks against the 
indebtedness. It should also be 


noted that the “cash 
required" disqualifications 
imposed under the old law, 
until terminated by cuah 
payment, remain In effect. 
Further, the new law retains 
the provision which cancels 
the claimant's uncharged 
credit weeks when he 
intentionally makes a false 
statement or misrepresentation 
or conceals material 
information to obtain benefits 
and, in addition, imposes a 
new penalty upon the 
recipient of such benefits, that 
is, the forfeiture of the first 


six weeks of benefits payable 
to such individual for any 
week within 52 weeks 
following the repayment of 
the required restitution. 

Since the law governing the 
repayment of unemployment 
benefits is somewhat 
technical, all individuals who 
become unemployed are urged 
to promptly report to the 
nearest branch office of the 
Michigan Employment 
Security Commission and have 
the staff there determine their 
eligibility for unemployment 
benefits.

An average of 16 employed 
persons a day in Michigan 
suffer compensable injuries due 
to on-the-job falls, Michigan 
Bureau of Safety and 
Regulation reported. Most of 
these falls are not the result of 
hazardous occupations, but are 
usually due to failure to 
observe safety precautions. 

Nationwide, falls are 
responsible for 3,000 
on-the-job deaths, and 400,000 
disabling injuries each year, the 
Bureau reports. 


Wet or greasy spots on floors 
and tools and trash left in aisles 
or stairways arc some of the 
more common hazards which 
cause falls. 

MANY OTHER mishaps 
result from improper use of 
ladders and scaffolds However, 
most conditions leading to falls 
can be eliminated through 
good housekeeping practices 
and safe work procedures, the 
Bureau says. 

Statistics reveal that 
employers as well as employees 


suffer as a result of falls, the 
Bureau notes, as the average 
compensation costs of these 
injuries in the nation is SI ,050 
and the 3,000 deaths from falls 
average SI 4,500 each. 

In addition to being on guard 


against mishaps while at work, 
it pays to observe safety 
precautions at home, too, 
where over 1 1 ,000 fatalities 
occur annually in the nation 
due to falls, the Bureau 
reports.

T he search of a young 
photographer’s appren- 
tice for information 
about photoengraving was the 
start of the world’s most 
comprehensive collection on 
photomechanics, the 
technology dealing with 
producing printing plates by 
means of photography. Unable 
to Find any literature on the 
fubject in his public library, he 
saved from his meager 
allowance to buy his first 
volume. 

At the time of his death 45 
years later, J.S. Mertle

IN COOPERATION with the 
Detroit Litho Club, a 
representative portion of this 
unique collection is currently 
on display at the Henry Ford 
Museum where it can be seen 
for the first time in this area. 

Highlights of the exhibit 
include the first publication to 
use photographs almost 1 30 
years ago; the first printing in 
1869 of a photograph by the 
“dot process,” a method still in 
use today; and the first sample 
of rotogravure ever produced, 
made in 1 890. 

Many rare documents, 
laboratory specimens, and 
various experimental works of 
early photomechanics 
complete the display. 

The display of the Mertle 
collection at the Museum was 
originally conceived as a salute 
to Printing Week, Jan. 13 
through 19, but because of its 
scope and general appeal, its 
stay has been extended 
through Feb. 14. 

This extra time will allow

State’s Ski, Winter Resort Owners See Best Season 


Already off to a fast start, 
Michigan ski and winter resort 
operators are confident that 
this will be their best season 
ever. 

Blessed with favorable 
weather so far this winter, 
resort owners expect that last 
season's record of 300,000 
skiers who spent S30 million 
will be surpassed. Jerry E. 
Fisher, Automobile Club of 
Michigan touring manager, 
reported. 

Getting the snow to 
Michigan slopes usually 
presents no problem. Except 
for a few isolated spots in 
New England, Michigan 
traditionally has more snow 
than any other state east of the 
Rockies. In addition to natural 
snow, the number of resorts 
which have their own artificial 
snow-making facilities 
continues to grow. 


Several Michigan ski areas arc 
complete villages in themselves, 
Fisher said, providing not only 
skiing, but affiliated services. 
Many areas offer either 
overnight accommodations or 
can recommend nearby lodges 
to fit almost any pockctbook 
for taste. 

• ♦ • 

DINING CAN be a real 
experience long to be 
remembered at several of the 
lodges, but for those with 
tighter budgets, cafeteria or 
snack shop meals also are 
offered. 

Michigan offers winter 
recreation activities at 74 sites, 
down slightly from last year, 
but our state still is one of the 
nation’s leaders for winter 
resorts. There are several new 
areas. 

The State Highway 
Department keeps roads to all 


areas well-maintained and open 
through the winter. 

Skiing in Michigan is not just 
for the well-equipped, Fisher 
noted, as anyone can enjoy a 
relaxing, short vacation at a ski 
resort. More than half of the 
state’s resorts offer rental 
equipment, as well as 
individual or group ski 
instruction at reasonable 
prices. 

So that the skier can pick the 
slope best suited to his 
abilities, slopes arc designated 
as beginners, novice, 
intermediate and expert. 

• • • 

AMONG THE 37 winter 
recreation center, these new 
developments stand out in west 
Michigan, Fisher said: 

At Caberfae, west of 
Cadillac, a four-story lodge 
with 34 rooms, a dining room; 
convention facilities and 


cocktail lounge has been 
completed. Also at Caberfae, 
snow -machine coverage has 
been expanded, and a 
35-mile-long snowmobile trail 
has been tyid out. 

New facilities and a greatly 
expanded program arc featured 
at Sugar Loaf Village at the 
base of the Leelanau peninsula 
west of Traverse City. Two 
new ski runs have been added. 

Sugar Loaf Village also 
boasts a new snow-making 
system which produces snow 
five times faster than the 
system last year. 

Sugar Loaf is one of five 
Traverse City-area ski resorts to 
offer a new midweek ski 
package. In addition to Sugar 
Loaf, participating resorts are 
Traverse City Holiday, Schuss 
Mountain, Shanty Creek and 
Timber Lee. Also included in 
the plan are 17 of the Traverse 


City area’s resort hotels and 
motels.

BOYNE COUNTRY includes 
the year around resorts of 
Boyne Mountain, Walloon Hills 
and Thunder Mountain, all in 
Charlevoix county; and Boyne 
Highlands, in Fmmet county. 
Each has a ski school. Lift 
tickets are interchangeable at 
all areas. 

The Upper Peninsula has 15 
excellent ski resorts. In 
addition, Blaney Park on US-2 
and M-77, 65 miles west of St. 
Ignace, offers 26 miles of 
unsurpassed beauty, recreation 
and sports facilities and for the 
first time in its 50-year history 
will remain open the entire 
winter season. 

Winter sports enthusiasts 
who want to explore Upper 
Peninsula resorts this year now 
have a financial break, since 


Mackinac Bridge tolls dropped 
from 53.75 to 51.50 a car the 
first of this year. 

Eastern and central 
Michigan, which calls itself the 
“Playtime Snow Country,” has 
13 daily plus three winter 
weekend areas all within a few 
hours drive from major 
metropolitan areas. East 
Michigan offers more than 200 
ski slopes.

Hand-forged Chisel, Hammer 
Opens Expressway Section

Barring a major crisis that 
would require hurry-up 
legislative action, the 1969 
Michigan Legislature that 
convened Jan. 8, apparently 
will start with the speed of a 
lame tortoise. 

“We will work hard and be 
through by the Fourth of 
July,” some of the leaders will 
pronounce, “We’U be out of 
here by Labor Day at the 
latest,” others will predict. 
They arc sincere as ever - and 
quite probably just as wrong. 

If things follow the form 
charts, the Legislature will 
spend the first few days in 
session busily organizing itself, 
then quickly settle down to 
two or three weeks of inertia. 

It really is not anybody’s 
fault that little will be 
accomplished in the opening 
weeks of the session. It’s just 
the nature of the work. 

First, there is the matter of 
recounting the ballots in the 
109th house district to 


ascertain who should be. 
allowed to represent that 
Upper Peninsula area of Iron, 
Menominee, Gogebic and 
Marquette counties in the 
Legislature. 

Under the 1963 State 
Constitution, House members, 
through a special committee, 
must personally conduct a 
recount when a seat in that 
chamber is at stake. 

Rep. Jack Gingrass, D-lron 
Mountain, has advised the 
House he will file a recount 
petition when the 1969 
session opens. 

Gingrass lost his 109th 
district seat by 318 votes to 
Republican John D. Payant of 
Kingsford in the Nov. 5 
election. The official certified 
total was 15,233 votes for 
Payant and 14,915 for 
Gingrass. 

• • • 

THE RECOUNT delay 
could stall the session long 
enough to permit Lt. Gov. 
William G. Milliken to submit 
the state of the state message 


to the Legislature as the new 
Governor of Michigan. 

Milliken will become 
Governor after Gov. George 
Romney resigns to take over 
as U.S. Secretary of Housing 
and Urban Development. But 
Romney won’t leave office 
until the U.S. Senate confirms 
his appointment to the post, 
expected shortly after Richard 
M. Nixon is inaugurated as 
President Jan. 20.' 

Republicans and Democrats 
have selected their leaders for 
the 1969 session. No surprises 
or new faces emerged from 
their separate organizational 
caucuses. 

• * • 

THE DEMOCRATS, who 
will hold a 57-53 edge in the 
House, named Rep. William A. 
Ryan of Detroit as the next 
speaker. Rep. Stanley J. Davis 
of Grand Rapids got the No. 
2 job of Speaker pro-tempore. 

Other key jobs went to 
Rep. George F. Montgomery, 
Detroit, majority floor leader, 
and Matthew McNeely of 


Detroit, associate speaker 
pro-tern. 

Ryan, everybody’s idea of a 
nice guy and a political 
liberal, won the coveted 
speakership in a five-candidate 
race. He promised to work 
cooperatively with Republican 
House members for the 
betterment of the state. 

Republican Rep. Robert 
Waldron of Grosse Pointe, 
speaker of the 1968 session, 
was named by his party 
colleagues as minority leader 
for next year. Rep. Martin 
Buth, R-Comstock Park, will 
serve as assistant minority 
leader. 

• * # 

OTHER GOP leadership 
posts went to Rep. William 
Hampton of Bloomfield Hills, 
minority floor leader; Rep. 
Hal Ziegler of Jackson, 
assistant minority floor leader; 
Rep. Russell Strange of Mt. 
Pleasant, caucus chairman; 
Rep. James Farnsworth of 
Plain well, assistant caucus 
chairman; Rep. James Smith 


of Davison, minority whip and 
Rep. Robert Davis of St. 
Ignace, assistant minority 
whip. 

State aid to education, 
budgetary problems and social 
welfare programs are shaping 
up as the major issues that 
will face the 1969 Legislature. 

Milliken and the Republican 
leadership have said they will 
frown on any attempts to 
raise or expand taxes to pay 
for new programs.

today. 

The freeway, named in 
Chrysler's honor, was opened 
Friday, Jan. 10 at ceremonies 
that started at 10:15 a. m. just 
north of its interchange with 
Interstate 94 (Edsel Ford 
Freeway) in Detroit. 

Two prominent Michigan 
roadbuilders from the Detroit 
area, C.J. Rogers and Eugene 
Cook, will wield the hammer 
and chisel to cut a green and 

gold dedication ribbon.

THE DEDICATION marked 
completion of 87 percent of 
Interstate 75 in Michigan, the 
state’s longest freeway 


stretching 393 miles between 
Sault Ste. Marie and the 
Michigan-Ohio border south of 
Monroe. 

The new section is eight 
miles long, between 1-94 and 
Hazel Park, and was built at a 
cost of $65 million, not 
including right-of-way and 
engineering. 

Except for a one-mile 
section to be built in Hazel 
Park, site of an interchange 
with Interstate 696, motorists 
will be able to drive non-stop 
on 1-75 between downtown 
Detroit and a point just north 
of Alger in Arenac County. 

• • • 

OTHER SECTIONS of 1-75 
previously completed are 
between the Michigan-Ohio 
line and Detroit, and between 
Sault Ste. Marie and a point 
south of Grayling. 
Construction is underway on 
six additional miles and 
contracts are scheduled to be 
awarded by February, 1970, 


for the remaining 44 miles. 

Nationally, 1-75 extends 
from Sault Ste. Marie to 
Tampa, Florida, a distance of 
1,523 miles of which nearly 
85 percent is open to traffic. 

A highway from the Sault 
to Florida was first promoted 
in 1915 at a meeting of 
southern governors along the 
route. The “Dixie Highway” 
in Michigan was dedicated in 
1929 by Grover C. Dill man, 
then state highway 
commissioner. 

Congress funded the 
Interstate highway program in 
1956 and the route designated 
as 1-75 was laid out from the 
Sault to Tampa. 

Last Friday’s dedication, 
opened to the public, was 
sponsored by the Chrysler 
Corporation, the City of 
Detroit and the Wayne 
County Road Commission, in 
cooperation with the 
Department of State 
Highways.

AN ORDINANCE ADOPTED PURSUANT TO THE

AN ORDINANCE TO ADOPT BY REFERENCE THE 
UNIFORM TRAFFIC CODE FOR MICHIGAN CITIES, 
TOWNSHIPS AND VILLAGES. 

The Township of Romulus ordains: 

SEC. 1 CODE ADOPTED 

The Uniform Traffic Code for cities, townships and 
villages 'promulgated by the Commissioner of State 
Police on February 14. 1 95 8 and published in 
Supplement No. 13, ahd as amended both on February 
14. 1961 and published in Supplement No. 25, and 
February 26, 1968 and published in Supplement No. 54, 
to the 1954 Michigan Administrative Code, in 
accordance with Public Act 62 of 1956, State of 
Michigan, is hereby adopted by reference as in this 
ordinance modified. 

SEC. 2. REFERENCES IN CODE 

References in the Uniform Traffic Code for Michigan 
Cities, Townships and Villages to “governmental unit” 
shall mean the Township of Romulus.

The Romulus Township Clerk shall publish this 
ordinance in the manner required by law and shall at the

SEC. 4. PRIOR CONSISTENT AND/OR 
INCONSISTENT ORDINANCES OR LAWS 

Any Ordinance or traffic laws heretofore applicable to 
this Township no matter by whom promulgated, where 
not inconsistent to the provision of the Uniform Traffic 
Code shall be obeyed, and those ordinances or laws 
inconsistent with the provisions of the Uniform Traffic 
Code arc, to the extent of such inconsistency, hereby 
repealed. 

SEC. 5. FINES AND PENALTIES FOR GUILTY 
PLEAS 

Guilty pleas entered for violations of the Uniform 
Traffic Code shall be subject to fines and or penalties as 
are set forth by Romulus Township Resolution. 

SEC. 6 WHEN EFFECTIVE 

The Uniform Traffic Code will be in effect in this 
governmental unit thirty (30) days after the passage and 
publication of this adopting ordinance.

Iowa, “might be worth frying 
in Michigan." 

However, Dr. Bump said that 
the experiment should be 
modest at the outset - with 
release of perhaps 500 birds. 
He said he was confident that 
Michigan's present stock of 
pheasants would survive and 
flourish over the years. 

RAINBOW TROUT, brought 
in from the Pacific coast, were 
not given a unanimous 
welcome in Michigan. There 
were those who feared that the 
new trout would displace our 
native brooks. Speaking of fish 
plantings, brook trout 
appeared only in the most 
northerly streams until 
amateur planting operations in 
the last century stocked every 
suitable stream in every 
county. 

For a dramatic example of a 
gamble that lost, there was the 
costly introduction of reindeer 
in the Upper Peninsula nearly 
half a century ago. The 
expenmental herd died off in a 
relatively short time. Game 
pathologists blamed a diet 
deficiency. 

Many professionals warned 
against trying to restore the 
wild turkey in Michigan. They 
explained that apiculture had 
wiped out the kind of habitat 
turkeys needed. However, wild 
turkeys have taken hold and 
spread out until a limited 
hunting season is permitted. 

Some of the turkeys released 
evidently had domestic blood. 
They headed straight for farms 
that had flocks of tame 
turkeys. 

THE HISTORY of 
man-made shifts in wildlife 
populations is full of grievous 
kick-backs. A costly attempt to 
give the Eskimo economic 
security by introducing 
reindeer was partially 
successful, although reindeer 
turned loose on the tundra had 
a tendency to join their wild 
caribou relatives. 

In other parts of the world, 
exotic species have developed 
into major pests. Australia 
sheep and cattle interests wage 
a ruthless war on rabbits and 
deer, brought in from Burope. 

There have been areas where 
house rats dominated the 
outdoor scene. One cure for 
rats - and for snakes - is the 
mongoose. However, it was 
soon discovered that when 
mongoose took over they 
eliminated every other kind of 
animal anywhere near their 
size. For that reason the 
mongoose is not on exhibition 
in American zoos. 



Michigan’* natural resource* program drew a big mandate in 1968 when its citizens voted yes to bonding 
proposals which will provide $335 million for Clean Water and $100 million for Recreation. The state’s 
ballyhooed salmon program again made a big hit with many and was lambasted by others. Skirmishes 
continued over the pesticide controversy in the fight against environmental pollution. Out of a Supreme 
Court ruling came a new definition of ’’navigable” waters which threafened to seriously jeopardize the 
salmon program and turn back the clock on public water rights at least 50 years. Michigan lawmakers again 
distinguished themselves by passing an impressive slate of bills bearing on natural resource use and 
management. Millions of recreationists flocked to state parks as the state’s tourist industry had another 
bullish year. Such, among other thing*, waa the year 1968 for natural resource management in Michigan. It 
was to be sure, not a dull year not a year of apathy. The “old" Department of Conservation, became the 
"new” Department of Natural Resources to reflect a more dynamic role in these dynamic day*. -Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources.
